§. DEATH (West Suftolk}. Goalkeeper. Fearless, with good anticipation, and excellent command of 
his area. 


G. PEAPER [Oxford]. Right-back. A strong forceful player, with a qood positional sense. Capped 
v. Eire and Seotland (twice). 


A. STYLES {Liverpool}. Left-back, A boy who combines excollent defensive play with intelligent 
distribution. Reads the trend of play well anc! makes many useful interceptions through anticipating 
the attacker's next mova, A clean kicker. Is equally useful as a winger and can float across a very 
good centre. Capped v. Eire and Scotland (twice). 


B. CHAMBERS (Neweastle). Right-half, A powerful, thoughtful player, fast in attack and defence, so 
providing the ideal midfiald link. Capped v. Eire and Scoiland {twice]. 


P. WENT (East London). Centre-half. A strong defander, very cool under pressure. A most difficult 
player to pass. 


K. NEWMAN {Aldershot}. Left-half. A strong attacking wing-half who combines axcellent ball control 
with good distribution. Capped v. Eire and Scotland (twice). 


P. JONES (Ellesmere Port). Outside-right. Competent, tenacious player with all-round ability. New Cap. 


A. EVANS {Mid-Worcester). Inside-right. An outstanding ball player. His technique stamps him as a 
player with a great future. Capped v. Fire and Scotland (twice]. 


P. SHOEMARK (Wellingborough). Centre-forward. A very fast mover. A strong shot with either foot. 
Leads his attack in lively fashion. Capped v. Eire and Scotland (twice]. 


J. STENSON (Blackheath). Inside-left. A very powerful player, with excellent ball control. Regularly 
gets his name on the score shect. Note this name for the future. Capped v. Eire and Scotland (twice). 


A. WHITTLE (Liverpool). Outside-laft. An excellent ball player who is capable of splitting any defence. 
Has contributed a great deal to the success of the present Liverpool Team. Capped v, Scotland.
